In its place the Smoot general age 


and service bill," whirh -?/il! increase 
the pension roll by at least 
$20,- 


000,030 annually during the next five 
years, was, enacted by a vote of 56 
to 16. 


The bill requires beneficiaries to 


have served 90 days and provides 
pensions ranging trom $13 to $30 a 
month, instead of a 60-day minimum 
and, $15 to $30 pension, as in the 
house measure. 
The bill now goes' to conference 


with the 'house. 
The shadow of a 
possible presidential veto hangs over 
the measure. 


The senate added provisions thai 


would prohibit attorneys' fees 
and 
that would grant |30 a month 
to 


former soldie.rs disabled by service 
wounds or disease, the latter being 
estimated to add $2,300,000 to the 
annual outlay under the bill. 


The entire negative vote on the 


final /passage of the bill was cast by 
Democratic senators from 
southein 
states. The northern Democrats vot- 
-ea^lth-fh'e'Republicans for Ttfe bill. 
The senators whose "vote rejected 
the house Sherwood bill, the 
reil 
contest of the day were Chilton of 
West Virginia, uulberson of Texas, 
Foster and Thornton ot Louisiana, 
Hitchcock 'of Nebraska, Johnson and 
Gardner of Maine, Johnston of Ala 
bania. Kern and Shively of Indiana, 
Lea of Tennessee, Martine of 
Ne\v 
Jersey, Overman - and Simmons of 
North Carolina, Owen of Oklahoma, 
Percy and Williams of 
Mississippi,

On this vote the northern Demo- 
crats vote^ in the negative because 
they preferred the Smoot bi'll and the 
southern Democrats because they op-
